‘These seem.to have bean men not habitually 
-working in mines ;- but the recklearners of some 
of the miners is astounding. «Before colliors

as tho idea may ceem of a inen’s taking a naked 
light on his visit to leora ‘whether there is not 
danger, three men. lost their lives in. the year 
by ‘that foolhardiness, and-two. of them were 
found dead with « sefcty-lamp lying by ‘them, 
its new wick unlighted.. These men killed none 
but themselves; but, unfortunately, there are 
in almost every mine ignovant or recklass col- 
licrs, carelesa of danger, but: many of thot 
nervous when they cee it, who. derange the 
Yentilution, and in’ yariona ynya cause. sevions 
risk or injury or deith to others. "There is peril 
also froin managers too eager for present profits, 
or from careless men in offices of trust, . Ove 
of the. inspectors, “Mr. Lionel: Brough, 
roporting an gxplefion im a Monmouthahire 
mine by..which twenty-six men were killed, 
hae to state that the colliery did not explode 
on account of its iueapacity to supply itccl? 
with fresh air; it had beon known for days tht 
fire-damp wua. in’ e crosa: heading, but so far 
from taking the men out until tho gas-wae dis- 
lodged, which could easily have ‘bean done,’ an 
amlocked Lemp. waa given to a workman goin 
down, and none ut all to a boy who “wont wit 
him, and who most likely had o naked candle 
when ong of the two firodthe gas.

The- feal- 
ing which such serious aime tend to produce 
is that “ art is long’ and Jife i@ short,” and this 
is-the very opposite feeling to that of a mind’ 
really ut feiaure,: ‘The very essence of loisnro is 
a luxurious aensv of a boundless superabnndance 
vf tine... It is the sensé of tha infinity of time 
as opposed to'the sense of the infinity of the 
object of knowledge or pursuit. And this will 
naturally be enhanced by ocenpation in efoal loy- 
ments Iimived cnough to be not only ci 
carried on, but caluily and fully completed. In 
uny art, however, it is possible “(and whera per- 
fection is: manifestly unattainable it may be 
caay) so to Himit one’s aims as to exchings the 
eagerness of ‘aspiration for 2. Ieieurely pursuit. 
And although: the ative. prosecution of such 
studies may be gonerally incompatible with per. 
feot leisure, yet their effect on themind, und the 
tastes which they i foster and stimulate, are 
highly favourable toite enjoyment. The accond 
condition necessary to the petfestion of letanre 
is that the toatter upon which -it is apent be 
regurded,-mobaus a means; but asian end.

And ue bours 
deserve the. hame of: Icisure of which the 
‘contents ave in any’ way, or for any purpose, 
cramped or curtailed, / And. besides thie,: the 
mero strain upon the mind of any ‘ulterior 
aim, the mere fuct of the complication of feeling 
which it introduces, destroys the play and free- 
dom and beauty of ree] leisure, And this brings 
us-‘to the third condition of which we have 
spoken--narmuly, that the mind itkelf be u cer: 
tain happily pitched degree of tension, neither 
oyeretraincd tor relaxed, but: elustio, ready to, 
vibrate to every: breath of pleasure, of asaccia- 
tion, of emation—not pre-aceupied Ro-as-to ba 
insensible to suggestions from without, mor in- 
doleni so ‘as to ba unready to respond te them, 
Suoh elasticity implies a healthy: state of mind, 
and.» due supply of nervous energy. This ae- 
counts fox the curious contrast, to which we: 
hove ‘alreudy referred, between’ the faculty of 
being at leisure which is often eeun in buay peo- 
ue, and the very common want of it in thoso who 
ave nothing to do.! Too Little work is ag fatal 
is boo mucli'lo thab'lighLness aud alacrity of 
spirit. which. are weeded for the conversion of 
spare timo into hours of Icieuro portby 0 beso 
called, .And the same fact.nffordaafairly good, 
if not quite x ceptain, test of the. wiry in which 
health is being affected by hard work.

Nothing 
short of aniversal suffrage will ever make repro 
sentatioa co-extensive with taxation, so long ag 
taxes are retained on articles of general con- 
swuption, . The grievance of women, therefore, 
is, at most, equivalent to the grievance of the 
unenfranchised ladger. Yn reality, however, it 
in much leas, for the law imposes upon men in 
all rauks many eetital and more possible obliga- 
tions from which it properly exempts women. 
It is not only in time of war, and in countries 
where the system of conscription prevaile, that 
men havo cause’ to envy the immunity of women 
from tonie of the heaviest. burdens of citizen- 
ship; the same prineiple governs tho atatute and 
common law, underlies all-our institutions, and 
rans through cur. whole social organization, Of 
course, if, feminine interests are neglected by 
wale Jegishtors, or if the work of government 
would bo nisterially advanced by the personal 
afd of ratepaying widows and apinsters, the fact 
of their inability to discharge other-dntiea of 
male citizens would not be eonel sive ogninst 
their enffanchisement. The former proposition 
however, needs much stronger evidence for ita 
expport than has yet been produced, while the 
latter is sappe hy no.evidenea whatever, It 
ie absurd, for instance, to quote the greater 
namber.and valuo of educational endowmenta 
for loys us a proof that.
